Claim 3 (Original): A method as recited in claim 1 further comprising 
displaying virtual pages of the multiple virtual pages, wherein unrepeated content 
of multiple virtual pages starts at a common spatial position on the multiple virtual 
pages. 

Claim 4 (Original): A method as recited in claim 1 further comprising 
displaying virtual pages of the multiple virtual pages, wherein a top synthetic 
virtual-page margin is displayed so that the content of the virtual page starts at a 
common spatial position.
